sire to injure both the road 
and 
its 


owners. 
Nothing was further from 


our thoughts. 
The read is but sixteen 


miles long and does not connect with 
any other road. 
The interior shipper 


cannot 
receive 
his 
goods 
via Santa 


Monica, for the reason 
that he will 


impose on himself an eitra expense 
of carting his freight from one 
depot 


to the 
other?a 
distance 
of half 
a 


mile. 
If he does that 
he finds that 


bis freight charges on his goods from 


Los Angeles to San Bernardino, 
Ana- 


heim 
or any other 
part reached 
by 


rail, isabout the same as from the An- 
chorage 
at Wilmington. 
These 
cir- 


cumstances 
restrict the freighting bu- 


siness of the road to shipments to and 
from Los Angeles. 
Another reason 
is 


that not all the steamers land at Santa 
Monica. 
The passenger 
travel is now 


too light to go far toward 
paying the 


expense 
of ninnlng 
\u25a0 railroad, 
and 


this will dwindle 
down 
to almost 


nothing as soon as we 
continu- 


ous rail from this city to San 
Fran- 


cisco. 
These facts, regret them as we 


may, exist and we therefore maintain 
that the only way to make 
the road a 


paying investment is to extend itinto 
the 
interior. 
If Its owners 
have 


money to do this, they may ultimate- 
ly find the balance on the right side 
of the ledger. 


When a Trade Dollar is or is Not a 


Legal Tender. 


The law makes the trade dollar a le- 


gal tender to the amount 
of five dol- 


lars, aud the creditor 
who refuses 
to 


accept it in that sum forfeits his claim 
on the debtor. 
This is law and can- 


not be avoided. 
But the law does not 


and can not compel the grocer to take 
a trade dollar for 
a dollar's 
worth of 


undelivered sugar. 
The trade dollar 


is a legal 
tender 
on 
a liability in- 


curred, but it is not a legal tender for 
a service 
unreudered 
or a considera- 


tion not yet received. 
If the custom- 


er tenders the baker five trade 
dollars 


on account of bread already 
received, 


the baker declines 
the tender at the 


risk of losing his money. 
But if the 


customer 
calls for one dollar's worth 


of bread and tenders a 
trade dollar in 


payment therefor, it is optional with 
the baker to accept 
or refuse it, and 


no violation of the law is consequent. 
Ifrailroad 
companies 
collected 
their 


fare at the end of the 
journey, they 


would, if tendered, be compelled to ac- 
cept trade dollars 
to the amount 
of 


five dollars, but 
as 
they receive the 


remuneration 
before the service, their 


right to say whether they willreceive 
that remuneration 
In trade dollars at 


ninety or one 
hundred 
cents 
on the 


dollar cannot be disputed. 
In collect- 


ing freight charges after the service of 
transportation 
has 
been 
performed, 


we belive railroad companies 
must re- 


ceive trade dollars in the amount to 
which they are 
legal 
tenders 
under 


the law. 
But the argument 
that the 


vender must 
accept 
ninety cents for 


an article 
or service, 
the 
price 
of 


which is one dollar, is not sound 
and 


willfail to convince 
any 
one giving 


the subject due attention. 
The law 


may say that a trade dollar is a legal 
tender on 
a liability assumed, 
but it 


cannot force such accept ance on a con- 
tract not yet consumated. 


Bank Statements. 


The Revised 
statutes 
of Caiifornia 


are now 
in the 
hands 
of the State 


Printer at Sacramento, 
and 
will soon 


be ready for the public. 
An attentive 


correspondent 
has scut us an advance 


sheet 
of one of the bills introduced 


into the last Legislature, which final- 
ly became 
a law on the Ist of April, 


1876, 
and 
which requires 
published 


statements 
from all the banks 
and 


bankers 
doing business 
in the State, 


semi-annually, 
iv January 
and July. 


As this is is a matter 
of grave 
im- 


portance, 
we annex 
the full text of 


the new law, under which statements 
will be first made next month. 
Here- 


tofore, there has 
been no compulsion 


in this respect, 
and very few of the 


bauks have made 
any 
statement 
for 


publication. 
We believe the 
opera- 


tion of the law will result in good to 
the public, and that it will be a posi- 
tive benefit 
to all banking 
business 


which is conducted 
on correct princi- 


ples. 
Following is a copy of the law: 


Section 
1. 
Every corporation 
and 


all persons 
and every person 
hereaf- 


ter doing a banking 
business 
in this 


State, shall, in January 
and July of 


every 
year, publish 
iv at least 
one 


newspaper 
published in the county in 


which the principal office of such cor- 
poration may be situated, or in which 
said persons or person may reside, and 
also file for record, in the Recorder's 
office of said county, a sworn 
state- 
ment, 
verified, in the 
case 
of any 


such corporation, 
by its President 
or 


Manager, and by its Secretary or Cash- 
ier, and in the case 
of any such indi- 


vidual or individuals, by him or them, 
of the amount ofcapital actually paid 
into such 
corporation, 
or into such 


banking 
business; 
provided, 
that 
nothing shall be deemed capital actu- 
ally paid in except 
money bona fide 
paid into the treasury of such 
bank, 


and uuder uo circumstances 
shall the 


promisory note, check or other 
obli- 


gation of any Director or stockholder, 
or of the proprietors or proprietor or 
iv any such bank, be treated, comput- 
ed, or in any manner 
considered 
any 
part of such actually paid in capital. 
It no newspaper 
of 
general circula- 


tion be published ivthe aforemention- 
ed county, then aud in that case such 
publication of said statement shall be 
made 
in 
at least 
one newspaper 
of 


general circulation 
published 
in the 
city aud county of San Francisco, and 
in one newspaper 
of general circula- 
tion published iv the city and county 
of Sacrameuto. 


Sec. 
2. Every corporation and all 


persons and every person hereafter do- 
ing a banking business 
in this State 


shall likewise publish in such 
news- 


paper or newspapers, 
and shall 
also 


file for record in the Recorder's 
office 


of said county, in January and July of 
each year, a like sworn 
statement 
of 


the condition and value of its assets 
and liabilities, and where said 
assets 
are situated. 


Sec. 3. The Directors of every such 


corporation which shall publish or file 
for record, as aforesaid, 
a false 
state- 


ment of the amount of capital actu- 
ally and 
bona fide paid into such cor- 


poration, or ii false 
statement 
of the 


actual condition 
and value of its assets 


and liabilities, or as to where said as- 
sets are situated, shall 
be jointly and 


severally liable to any person thereaf- 
ter dealing with such corporation 
to 


tbe full extent of such dealing; 
and no 


corporation, and no person or persons 
who fail to comply with the 
provls- 
, ions or any of the provisions of this 


law, shall maintain or prosecute 
any 


action or proceeding 
in any of the 


duly constituted 
courts of this State 


until they shall 
have first filed the 


statements 
hereiu 
provided 
for, and 


iv all other respects complied with the 
provisions of this law; nor shall any 
assignee or assignees of any such cor- 
poration or person whose 
assignment 


shall be made subsequent 
to any such 


failure to comply with the provisions 
of this law, maintain 
any action 
or 


proceeding in any court of this State 
until his or their assignor 
or assign- 


ees shall have first dulycomplied with 
the provisions of this law. 


Sec. 4. 
When any of such banking 


operations shall 
be foreign, the state- 


ments hereinbefore 
provided for shall 


be verified by the agent 
or manager 


of the business 
of such 
corporation 


resident in this State, who shall 
be 


subject to the same 
liabilities herein 


provided as 
agaiust Directors of any 


such banking corporation, and also as 
against any such bank officer. 


Sec. 5. 
The Recorder of each coun- 


ty of this State shall 
keep two sets of 


well bound books for the record of the 
sworn statements 
herein provided for, 


respectively, 
one 
of which 
sets 
of 


books shall 
be 
labeled, "Statement, 


of Banking Capital," and 
the others 


"Statements 
of Banking Assets," 
and 


said 
Recorder 
shall, 
upon 
the pay- 


ment of his fees for the same, record 
separately 
said respective sworn state- 


ments in its 
appropriate 
book, 
and 


shall keep a separate 
index of each of 


said 
sets 
of books. 
Said 
origiual 


sworn statements 
need 
not 
be 
ac- 


knowledged in order to be recorded 
as 


aforesaid, 
but 
must 
be 
verified 
as 


aforesaid before some Judge or 
officer 


of this State authorized to take affida- 
vits to be 
used 
before 
any 
Court in 


this State, and 
shall 
always 
remain 


and be kept ou file in the office of said 
Recorder. 


Sec. 6. 
The Recorder of every coun- 


ty in this State 
shall 
receive for 
re- 


cording any of the sworn 
statements 


herein provided for, for every folio, 
twenty-five cents; and 
for noting on 


any such sworn 
statement 
the time 


when aud 
the place 
where recorded, 


twenty-five 
cents; 
and 
for certified 


copies of such sworn 
statements, 
to 


which any man paying 
for the same 


shall be 
entitled, 
twenty-five cents 


per folio.
